Numerous brown to white head hairs of Caucasian 
origin that have been forcibly removed from the scalp vere 
found in and on Q1, 92, Q4, 96 and Q10. These hairs 
exhibit the sane microscopic characteristics as hairs present 
in the Kl hair sample and, accordingly, probably oricinated 
from the victin.
